CHAPTER 40.

AN ACT to establish a ferry across the Mississippi river from
Buffalo county, in the state of Wisconsin, to the city of Wa-
basha, in the state of Minnesota.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represewded in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Grantee and situation of ferry. Section 1. Erick Alne,
his associates. heirs and assigns, shall have the exclusive right
and privilege for the period of ten years from and after the
first day of March, 1908, of keeping and maintaining a ferry
across the waters of the Mississippi river from a point in Buf-
falo county, Wisconsin, situated on lots three, four and five,
section thirteen, town twenty-two, range fourteen west, to the
city of Wabasha, Minnesota.
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shall at the annual meeting fail to vote a tax of a sufficient
amount to enable the board to comply with the provisions of
this section, it shall be the duty of the district board or the town
board of school directors, prior to the third Monday of the No-
vember following, to determine the sum necessary to be raised to
earry out the provisions of this seetion, and the clerk or secre-
tary shall forthwith certify to the town clerk the amount so
fixed, who shall assess this amount as school district taxes are
assessed, and such amount shall be assessed, levied and collected
at the same time and in the same manner as other taxes for school
purposes.

District school equipment: expenditure per year; ap-
proval. SectioN 436. The board may purchase such books,
blanks and stationery as are neccssary for keeping a record of
the proceedings of meetings and the accounts of the treasurer
and for doing the business of the dis:rict in an orderly manner,
and such othcr cquipment, including supplementary readers, dic-
tionaries, library cetalog cards and cerd caces, niaps, charts,
globes. books and school apparatus, heating and ventilating ap-
paratus, as may be * * * approved by the state superin-
tendent or by the county superintendent for the use of schools,
rot exceeding one hundred * * * dollars in value in any
one yvear, from any funds in the district treasury not otherwisc
specifically eppropriated, and such school books as in their judg-
ment may be necessary for the use of any children attending
school in their district whose parents and guardians may not be
able to furnish the same. All such purchas:s shall be approved
at a regular meeting of the hoard at which all * * * mem-
bers are present. The board shall keep an accurate account of
¢ * * expenses incurred by them under the provisions of
this scetion and prcsent an itemized statement of such pur-
chases to the annual meeting.
